You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Ball  in 
said  Dorchester  on  Tuesday  the  12th  day  of  March,  1991, 
polls  to  be  open  for  voting  on  Articles  1  thru  7  at  11:00 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  to  close  not  earlier  than 
7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  with  action  on  the  remain- 
ing articles  to  be  taken  ccannencing  at  10:00  o'clock  in 
forenoon  on  Saturday,  March  16,  1991. 

1.  To  dioose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary 
Town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  official  ballot 
to  adopt  amendment  to  Article  V,  Section  A,  of  the  Land 
Use  Regulation  Ordinance  with  respect  to  contiguous 
non-conforming  lots  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board 
pursuant  to  RSA  674:16  and  675:3. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  official  ballot 
to  adopt  amendment  to  Article  V,  Section  A,  of  the  Land 
Use  Regulation  Ordinance  with  respect  to  additions  to 
principal  structures  or  construction  of  accessory 
structures  on  non-conforming  lots  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  pursuant  to  RSA  674:16  and  675:3. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  official  ballot 
to  elect  a  permanent  Police  Cliief  for  the  Town  of 
Dorchester.  (By  Petition) 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  official  ballot 
to  make  Planning  Board  mambers  elected  rather  than 
appointed.  (By  Petition) 


6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  official  ballot 
to  make  the  Board  of  Adjustment  miaiibers  elected  rather 
than  appointed.  (By  Petition) 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  by  official  ballot 
to  make  the  position  of  the  town  Police  Chief  elected; 
term  to  run  for  three  years.  (By  Petition) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  , 
subject  to  gates  and  bcurs,  the  Bob  Porter  Road  (also 
sometimes  known  as  the  Lary  Pond  Road)  frcM  the  Canaan 
Town  line  northerly  to  the  portion  discontinued  in  1961. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00) 
to  shim  and  repave  those  portions  of  River  Road  from  the 
Groton  Town  line  south  approximately  to  the  Arlene  Carter 
property  and  approximately  from  the  Michael  South 
residence  to  near  the  Butcher  residence,  a  totcLl  length  of 
1650  feet  more  or  less. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00) 
to  pave  a  portion  of  Bickford  Nbods  Road  beginning  at  the 
bottom  of  Ashley  Hill  Comer  and  proceeding  northward 
approximately  1000  feet. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  witMraw  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars 
($11,000.00)  and  all  of  the  interest  accrued  thereon  frcm 
the  Property  Revaluation  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  fund  the 
appropriation  for  tlie  property  revaluation  and  to 
terminate  this  fund. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  (12,000.) 
to  be  added  to  the  capital  reserve  funds  of  the  Town  as 
follows : 


Highway  Equipment  Fund $5,000.00 

Purchase  of  Town  Land  Fund $5,000.00 

Town  Building  Fund $2,000.00 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00) 
for  protective  services  of  the  Canaan  Fire  Department - 

15.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00), 
conditional  upon  successful  application  for  matching  funds 
from  New  HaiiQ)shire  Departanent  of  environmental  Services, 
for  purchase  or  construction  of  Recycling  facilities. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  seventy-eight  thousand 
five  hundred  thirty-five  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents 
($178,535.85)  to  defray  town  charges.   (This  esocludes  the 
amounts  raised  in  Articles  10,  11,  13,  14,  15.) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer,  lease,  rent,  sell  and  convey,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  or  mineral  rights 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  the  necessary  and 
appropriate  documents  for  such  purposes.  And  in  the  event 
of  a  sale,  any  sale  shall  be  conducted  by  advertised 
sealed  bids,  negotiated  private  sale,  public  auction,  or 
in  any  other  manner  i^iich  the  Selectmen  shall  deem  to  be 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Tbwn  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants 
which  may  become  available  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b,  and  also  to  accept  and 
ejqjend  money  frcm  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private 
source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may 
legally  appropriate  money,  (ftajority  vote  required.) 

19.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  tliat  may  legally 
ccHoe  before  said  meeting.

1990  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  (BOA)  met  twice  during  the 
1990  calendar  year.  The  first  of  the  two  meetings  was 
held  jointly  with  the  Plcinning  Board  on  August  14th  at 
7:30  p.m.  and  enconpassed  two  applications  for  variances. 
Tlie  first  application  was  requested  by  Robert  Newton,  a 
septic  designer,  appearing  for  Kevin  Farrell,  owner  of  Lot 
#2  in  the  Blynn  Merrill  Subdivision  on  Old  Route  118.  The 
request  was  for  a  septic  sideline  setbadc  shortage  of  4.4 
feet.  A  variance  was  granted.  TOie  second  application  for 
a  variance  was  requested  by  George  LeClerc,  tax  map  lot 
#36D,  who  was  not  present  for  the  hearing.  The  variance 
request  was  for  an  inadequate  front  line  setback  for  his 
building  on  a  pre-existing,  non-conforming  lot  which  he 
desired  to  add  a  storage  shed  onto.  A  variance  was 
granted. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  on  Septonber  11th  at  7:30 
p.m.  An  application  for  a  variance  was  requested  by 
Richard  Lamy  of  Cheever  Road,  for  insufficient  setback 
frcm  a  Class  V  road.  His  principal  structure,  to  wliich  he 
had  begun  an  addition  to,  is  approximately  35  feet  from 
the  front  property  line.  A  variance  was  granted.  This 
second  meeting  also  divulged  final  election  results  of  the 
officers  within  the  BOA. 

As  always.  Board  of  Adjustment  hearings  are  open  to 
the  public  and  anyone  wishing  to  attend  and  voice  their 
opinions  should  do  so.

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PI^n-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTE?ICT 

The  Pemi -Baker  Solid  Waste  District  worked  on  a 
variety  of  projects  in  1990.  Tlie  District  was  assisted  in 
its  planning  effort  by  North  Country  Ctouncil.  Several 
disposal  options  were  evaluated.  Presently  the  District 
is  negotiating  a  disposal  agreement  with  Consumat  Sanco  in 
Bethlehom,  NH.  The  contract  provides  favorable  disposal 
rates  to  roamber  ccannunities  who  choose  to  participate.  The 
District  views  the  agre^nent  as  the  first  step  in  develop- 
ing a  long-term/  environmentally-sound,  and  econcanically- 
feasible  solution  to  the  region's  solid  waste  meuiag^nent. 

In  1990,  the  District  worked  towards  prcanoting  the 
development  of  local  recycling  programs.  Many  of  the 
towns  in  the  District  initiated  recycling  ccmnittees. 
District  Representatives  shared  information  on  facility 
development,  material  handling  and  marketing.  Several  new 
recycling  programs  will  hopefully  begin  collecting 
material  during  1991.  Tlie  existing  recycling  programs  in 
the  District  continue  to  be  very  successful  and  facilitate 
the  re-use  of  valuable  resources. 

PaH-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTEtlCT 
HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COLLECTICTf 

In  1990  the  District  held  its  first  annual  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection.  Melissa  Sawyer  was  the 
Dorchester  representative  and  Education  coordinator  for 
this  project  whidi  provided  residents  with  an 
environmentally-sound  disposal  option  for  household 
products  whidi  contain  hazardous  chonicals.  These  products 
include:  waste  oil,  oil-based  paint,  anti-freeze,  paint 
thinner,  and  many  household  cleaners.  Inappropriate 
disposal  of  these  materials  can  result  in  the 
contamination  of  water  and  air  supplies.  Volunteers  from 
all  the  District  Communities  were  instrumental  in  the 
collections  success.  The  District  is  evaluating  options 
for  next  year's  collection  to  promote  an  even  greater 
level  of  participation.

Formerly  known  as  the  Plymouth  Area  Crisis  Services, this 
non-profit  volunteer  organization  provides  assistance  to 
adult  victims  of  danestic  and  sexual  violence.  We  serve 
18  towns:  Alexandria,  Asliland,  Bridgewater,  Bristol, 
Campton,  Dorchester,  Ellsworth,  Groton,  Hebron, 
Holdemess,  Lincoln,  Plymouth,  Ruraney,  Thornton, 
Waterville  Valley,  Vfarren,  Wentworth,  and  North  Woodstock. 
We   maintain   a   24-hour  crisis  line,  staffed  by  25 
volunteers  who  provide  legal  advocacy,  emergency  shelter, 
transportation,  food,  emotional   support   services   and 
referrals  to  our  clients.  Members  also  coordinate  and 
conduct  conimmity  outreach  programs.  In  the  past  nine 
years.  Task  Force  members  have  answered  over  1,600  calls 
from  all  the  towns  it  serves.

GfRAFrON  CXXMTY  COMMISSI(»IEE?S '  REPORT 

FY  1990  has  been  a  year  of  change  for  Grafton  Coimty. 
The  retironent  of  longtime  County  Administrator  William 
Siegmund  prcrapted  the  Conmissi oners  to  reorganize  the 
overall  administrative  structure  of  the  County.  Tbp 
administrative  positions  now  include  the  Executive 
Director,  Nursing  Home  Administrator,  Superintendent  of 
Corrections,  Farm  Manager,  and  Superintendent  of 
ffaintenance.  The  reorganization  has  improved  the 
efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  County  operations  without 
increasing  costs. 

The  Sheriff's  DepEtrtment  has  also  imdergone  a  transi- 
tion under  the  leadership  of  Sheriff  Charles  Barry.  The 
Dispatdi  Center  has  been  upgraded,  courthouse  security  has 
been  in^jroved,  and  an  e3q)anded  training  program  has  been 
offered  to  help  county  and  municipal  law  enforcement  meet 
State  requironaents.  The  Department's  work  load  has 
continued  to  grow,  reflecting  the  increase  in  Superior 
Court  cases. 

As  a  first  set  in  addressing  space  problons  at  the 
Grafton  County  Courthouse,  the  County  legislative  Delega- 
tion appropriated  $250,000.  of  surplus  to  construct 
administrative  offices  between  the  courthouse  and  nursing 
hcane.  The  Commissioners"  Office  moved  into  the  new 
administrative  building  in  early  January,  freeing 
additional  space  for  the  County  Attorney's  Office  and  the 
State  Probation  and  Parole  Office.  Construction  cost 
considerably  less  than  that  projected  for  an  addition  to 
the  courthouse. 

Fiscally  Grafton  County  continues  to  be  very  sound. 
Working  together,  the  Conmissi  oners  and  Legislative  Delega- 
tion limited  budget  increases  to  4.4%,  frcm  $11.2  million 
in  FY  1990  to  $11.7  million  for  FY  1991.  We  are  especial- 
ly pleased  that  the  county  tax  actually  decreased  5%  from 
$6.3  million  in  FY  1990  to  just  $6.0  million  in  FY  1991. 
A  budget  surplus  from  the  previous  fiscal  year  plus 
increases  in  nursing   hcone   revenues   and   Sheriff's 
Department  fees  contributed  to  the  tax  decrease. 
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Nevertheless,  property  taxes  continue  to  fund 
approximately  half  of  the  County  budget,  with  the  rest 
cxMoing  frcrni  a  cxfflibi nation  of  State  and  federal  monies  and 
user  fees.  Tlie  (jonoraissi oners,  through  the  New  Ifairpghire 
Association  of  (bounties,  continue  to  monitor  State 
legislative  proposals  that  would  increase  coimty  costs, 
thereby  increasing  local  property  taxes.  During  the  1990 
legislative  session  we  were  effective  in  averting  attempts 
to  increase  the  County  share  of  Medicaid  costs  and 
eliminate  the  Medically  Needy  Program,  which  would  have 
forced  counties  to  absorb  nursing  heme  costs  for  medically 
needy  residents  or  ask  towns  to  provide  general 
assistance. 

During  FY  1990  Grafton  County  also  distributed  a 
total  of  $78,836  in  State  Incentive  Funds  to  programs  that 
prevent  out-of-hcxne  placanents  of  troubled  children  and 
youth.  Included  were  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  prevention 
programs,  parenting  skills  workshops,  parent  aides,  child 
care  training  and  referrals,  services  to  pregnant  teens, 
and  court  diversion  for  first-time  youthful  offenders. 
The  CcMnmissi oners  also  expanded  the  County-funded  Youth 
and  Family  Mediation  Program  to  provide  services 
countywide,  adding  the  Plymouth  center  to  those  in  Lebanon 
and  Littleton.  These  efforts  help  limit  county 
esqjenditures  for  court-ordered  services  to  children  and 
your  ($611,462  in  FY  1990). 

The  Grafton  County  Board  of  Conmissi  oners  hold 
regular  weekly  meetings  on  Thursday  at  9:30  a.m.  at  the 
Grafton  County  Ccannissi  oners  Office  Building.  Every 
fourth  Thursday  afternoon  the  Conmissi  oners  also  meet  at 
the  Nursing  Heme,  House  of  Corrections  cind  Farm,  followed 
by  a  tour  of  each  facility.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public,  and  we  encourage  public  and  press  attendance.

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UPPER  VALLEY  -  LAKE  SUNAPEE  CXXJNCIL 

There  are  nine  Regional  Planning  Comodssions  in  New 
Hanpshire  and  12  in  Vermont.  Like  the  others,  the  H>per 
Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  private,  non-profit 
cxjrporation  enabled  by  state  legislation.  Overall,  our 
duties  fall  into  two  categories:  1)  Provide  services  to 
member  Towns  2)  Address  regional  issues. 

Four  types  of  basic  services  are  available  to  meoiber 
Towns: 

Information:  The  Council  maintains  a  library  of 
pertinent  planning  information,  and  have  a  capable  staff 
with  expertise  in  many  areas  of  planning.  The  Tbwn  has 
received  source  material  for  site  review,  capital 
improvements  program  and  mapping  from  the  council. 

Advice:  perhaps  our  most  valuable  service.  We  spend  a 
lot  of  time  on  the  telephone  and  in  our  office  sin^Jly 
giving  advice  on  planning  issues,  based  on  our  cumulative 
experience  and  expertise.  The  Council  has  recently 
advised  both  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  on  various 
matters. 

Hands-On  Help:  "hands-on"  services  are  one  step  beyond 
advice.  Exanples  include:  reviewing  an  ordinance, 
providing  a  linkage  to  a  state  or  federcil  program, 
reviewing  a  proposed  development  project,  explaining  how 
a  certain  aspect  of  planning  usually  works  and 
investigating  what  is  appropriate  in  a  given  situation, 
e3q)loring  alternative  solutions  for  a  particulcir  problem. 

In-Depth  Support:  The  Council  also  does  transportation 
planning,  master  plans,  ordinances,  natural  resource 
planning,  capital  improvanent  programs,  impact  fee 
studies,  opinion  surveys,  impact  studies  for  large 
projects,  and  other  special  studies.  A  nuniber  of  towns 
take  advantage  of  our  circuit  rider  planning  program. 
This  type  of  suf^ort  is  available  only  to  member 
CGonunities;  we  do  not  work  for  private  ccxnpanies. 
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
